SACRAMENTO 一 TIhe San Fran- 
cisco Chinatown youth charged 
with killing three companions has 
admitted the act, and his defense 
attorney sayshe is“insane, jegally 
and medically.” 

The defense attorney for Carter 
Paul Yuen conceded last week that 
the 22-year-old former student 
shot and killed Russell Wong， 
Daniel Woo and Wendel Lee last 
September 24:” But the court 
appointed attorney, Frank Francis， 
added that Yuen has“a deranged 
and diseased mind” and that he 
has been insane“for a good part 
of his life.” 


Francis said he would put three 
psychiatrists on the witness Stand 
to prove the youth was mentally 
incapable of :deliberation or PrIe- 
meditation- 

Sierra County Undersheriff 卫 .A， 
Johnson testified that Yuen told 
him - after the shooting that 
went crazy. 工 guess,and shot my 
friends because I was intoxicated.” 


The youth's father，Moon 下 
Yuen，said his son had been in 
health since age 2. He had in the 
past threatened to kill members of 
his _ family，the father said，and 
once set a clothes closet on fire. 

Yuen has pleaded innocent and 
innocent by reason of insanity. He 
has waived his right to a jury, Ihe 
trial is being held before Superior 
Court Judge John 上 .
